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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 1 . Claim 1 includeds new matter that requires further consideration. Regarding claims 6 and 1 1 the 
rejection of claims 6 and 1 1 are maintained. Lawler teaches in Figure 8 and Column 9 lines 42-46 the color coding of past and future 
programs one color different from the color of the presently airing programs when for example the current time is 9:30 PM. Lawler fails to 
teach color coding the past and future programs a different color. Alexander in Column 19 lines 15-22 teaches sporting events in progress 
being represented in one color eg. green. Alexander then teaches current/prestent sporting events being colored in a different color eg. 
blue. The examiner notes that Alexaner teaches specially color coating the games according to the stage of the game. A game is in one 
of three stages past/completed, current/present, and future. Therefore a game on in the future would have to have some color and to be 
specially color coated according to the stage of the game it would be a different color that the past/completed and current/present games. 
The combination of Lawler with Alexander teaches coloring past, present, and future programs three different colors. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness on page 7 and 8 is based upon improper hindsight 
reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight 
reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention 
was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re 
McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Also, by color coding the sports programs with regards to the current time and 
the broadcast airing time it is easier for a viewer interested in the games to determine which games they could watch or plan to watch in 
the future. 
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
